PAPER 
PRODUCTION. 


Method! by WMeb «b« Beit and Most Dur- 
able Quality It Mode. 


' To properly .' nilx fibres we must 
know the \ w&y they 'combine to pro- 
4u<* paper, aoA the qualities which 
• they should possess to that end. It 
was » generally accepted idea until 
Tory Ifttflly that the fibers of the paper 
abbot dose or lock together in the 
,satao way as animal hair in felt 
At 


the beginning of this workeven, pnpor 
is described as a felted sheet. Dr. 
Wurster sent us at the beginning of 
the" present year the following com- 
munication. from which it would ap- 
pear that paper is not felt; in the 
hitherto acceptation of the word, but 
simply "a confused mass of fiber." 
Here is what Dr. Waster says: 


"However great progress may have 


been made in telling what paper Is, 
we have yet no correct explanation of 
the origin and nature of tho paper 
sheet 
It has become a natter 


of course to consider paper as a felt 
of fibers, although at the beginning of 
the century tho discoverer of tho na- 
ture of tho felting of animal fibers 
objected most decidedly to calling 
paper a felt 
The peculiar clinging 


together, occasioned by tho animal 
scales in the wood or hair felt, and the 
Intertwining the hair more together 
by pressure and motion, making the 
felt thicker and smaller in Its dimen- 
sions, are lacking in paper fibers. 


Merely placing dry paper fibers on 


one another wlu not make a sheet of 
paper, as can be easily seen by using 
dry rag fiber or lint Neither will 
short-cut wool or silk filaments make a 
sheet of any strength. The capacity 
for producing a consistent shoot of 
paper belongs solely to those fibers 
which lose their elasticity in water as 
they become softer, but recover that 
quality again in drying. In tho moist- 
ened state the ductile fibers, aided 
by the shaking, settle down in all di- 
rections and form a confused fiber 
mixture. In drying, every fiber grad- 
ually recovers its original fofrn and 
elasticity, and tho individual fibers 
exert a certain pressure on each other. 
The longer the fibers and tho more 
intricate the mixture of the fibers 
when wety tho stronger will be the 
sheet of paper when dry. 
When wot, 


or when its fibers have lost tholr 
elasticity by heat paper can not bo 
drawn In every way like felt »n which 
each hair is, so to say, anchored to an- 
other by its scales. A shoot of paper 
must no longer, therefore, be desig- 
nated as a felt, but as a confused 
mixture 
of 
such 
fibers 
as ore 


soft 
tvnd 
pliable 
when 
moist, 


but 
hard 
and clastic when dry. 


The greater thp shaking together 
of the wet fibers in both directions of 
the wire the firmer and stronger will 
bo tho sheet The shorter tho fibers 
the leas plinblo will they become with 
water, as in tho case of ground wood, 
and the less will bo tho pressure which 
individual fibers exert on each other, 
and the more brittle will the paper 
shoot turn out 


Every strange material mixed with 


tho fibers, and then placed between 
thorn In the formation of tho shoot, 
pi events them from lying close togeth- 
er, thus lessening tho solidity of tho 
paper 
Wo shall speak of tho results 


of experiments in this lino with sizing, 
mineral loading and ground wood in 
future Issues. — Praktischcs Eandbuch. 


Interesting Observations. 


An intelligent and practical builder 


states it as the result of his experience 
and observation that mortor In the in- 
terior of walls, especially if it bo call- 
ed "rice mortar, Is liable never to 
harden, to retain its soft consistency 
evon for centuries; but this can only 
be the case where tho inter! or of tho 
wall Is hermetically sealed against tho 
external air, which method both ar- 
rests evaporation and shuts off the 
chemical operation of tho atmosphere. 
Tho fact has been stated that in En- 
gland, not long ago, an architect dug 
into a stone wall three hundred years 
old and of considerable thickness, and 
took from between the stones a quanti- 
ty of mortar as soft as it mnat have 
boon tho day the wall was built and 
discoveries of the same character have 
boon mndo In other places. It is also 
stated that tho possibility of such an 
occurrence may bo tested in a very 
easy way, namly, by putting some rich 
mortar into a glass bottle and hermet- 
ically sealing it — the fact being that 
it will never become any harder than 
when it was put intojt — N. Y. Bun.

Oonoresalonal Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. B.—The long-de- 


ferred hot wave struck Washington yes- 
terday, and for a while made it one 
of the hottest places in the country. ,Tho 
air was saturated with moisture r the 
heat was felt by every body, and Con- 
gressmen from the cooler climates had a 
particularly unpleasant timo of it. The 
iottost part of the day was between two 
and three o'clock in tho afternoon. At 
that time, the thermometer registered 90 
degrees—ten degrees hotter than 
the 


maximum tomporaturo of the proceeding 
day. 
To-day has been quite as oppressive 


as yesterday, and many Congressmen left 
here to spend Sunday at the various river 
and mountain resorts. 


There is a determination on the part of 


almost overy Senator to dispose of the 
Fisheries treaty some time during the 
week. It was fo» this purpose that the 
Senate on Friday fixed the hour for meet- 
ing each day at eleven o'clock. The ques- 
tion to bo voted upon first when the Sen- 
ate cornea down to tho disposition of the 
whole subject, is Mr. Morgan's motion to 
postpone action on the treaty until next 
December. It is probable that after all 
of the speeches havo been made, the 
Democrats will propose some amend- 
ments, for the purpose of trying to se- 
cure Republican support of the treaty 
when it comes to Its passage. The Re - 
publicans say, however, that there Is no 
prospect of tho treaty securing even a 
majority of the votes, much lesa the 
necessary two-thirds to ratify. The do- 
bate o'n tho treaty will probably consume 
the whole week. 


Mr. Outhwalte may make an effort to 


take up his Pacific Refunding bill, which, 
was filibustered against a short time 
since. 


On Tuesday, If not Monday, the House

among them many Items of differences to 
bo adjusted by tho conference committee 
when appointed.

Inasmuch aa the Fisheries treaty and 


tho appropriation bills will occupy tho 
attention of the Senate during the next 
two weeks, there has been no necessity 
for the Senate committee on finance to 
hasten action on the Tariff bill, which 
has been In preparation for some time. 
Members of the nub-committee having 
tho bill In charge say it will not bo ready 
to report to the full committee or a cau- 
cus before the middle of next week, and 
that there is no prospect of its coming up 
In the Senate before the 20th instant. In- 
timations aro thrown out, however, that 
the public will be surprised at the brevi- 
ty of debate on the Tariff bill, and that 
an effort Is to be made to pass it by the 
end of the first week in September.

that they will yield without a strong 
fight to the proposition to strike out the 
provision for the heavilytarmored cruiser, 
,as that is the vessel Secretary Whitney 
contemplates building upon the plans 
lately purchased from SirtEdward Reed, 
and the House conferees are anxious that 
this vessel should be built The Senate 
conferees, on the other hand, are not 
pleased with the particular type of ship, 
and it is their intention to fight hard foi 
the Senate amendment. 


There is plenty of work on the House 


calendar to occupy tho attention of that 
body while the Senate Is talking tariff, 
and there will be no excuse for idleness 
The House calendar fills 108 pages.

Of these there have been 
reported from committees and placed on 
the calendar 3,206. against 8.8J7 at this 
stage in the last Congress. 


In the Senate there have been intro- 


duced 3,419 bills 8Jid 100 joint resolutions, 
a total of 8,619, against 2,937 at this time 
in the last Congress. Of these there have 
been 1,974 written reports, and Between 
three and four hundred verbal reports— 
in all about twenty-four hundred bills 
out of the 3,819 have been reported to the 
Senate, against 1,681 in the last Congress, 
showing a large Increase in the commit- 
tee work in the Fiftieth, over that in the 
Forty-mmth Congress. 
The committee 


work in this House, it will be seen, is as 
far below the lost Congittss as the in- 
crease has been in the Senate committees 
during this year over that of two years 
ago. Members of the House say that a 
large number of bills will be passed while 
the Senate is discussing the tariff. Inas- 
much as the Senate calendar consists of 
but twenty-four pages, the upper branch 
of Congress will be able to clear up much 
of tho work the House will do after the 
Senate has passed Its Tariff bill, provid- 
ing some time elapses after the Senate 
sends its Tariff bill to the House and be- 
foie adjournment 


An Important measure, whloh Is likely 


to become a law during the remaitflug 
days of tho present session. Is the Twenty- 
Years' Service Promotion bill. It has 
passed the House, and is now on the Sen- 
ate calendar, having received a favorable 
recommandation, with an amendment 
from the Senate committee. It has been 
reachru In its regular order nn several 
occasions,but every time went over for one 
cause or another. The bill, In its prosenl 
shapi is not entirely popular, but officers 
hope that it will pass the Senate in some 
shape, so that the differences can be sat- 
isfactorily adjusted in conference. The 
principal objection to the bill comes from 
the officers of the line, who maintain thai 
it is unfair, as proposed in the bill, to 
give officers of the staff both rank and 
pay, 
and officers of the line only pay. To 


overcome these objections, it is probable 
that the committee will favor a modifica- 
tion of tho bill giving pay, without rank, 
of the next highest grade to all officers, 
both line and staff, who have served con- 
tinuously in ono grade for twenty years. 


Senator Blair has about given up all 


hope of having his Educational bill re- 
ported to the House, at least during tho 
present session of Congress. He does 
not desire to crltioiae the House commit- 
tee harshly, he says, for having pigeon- 
holed the bill, bnt thinks at the same 
timt it has acted very unwisely. A ma- 
jority of the members of the Houso com- 
mittee, as is well known, are opposed to 
the bill on the ground that it is unconsti- 
tutional, and that its passage would mean 
the extension of Federal 
jurisdiction 


over millions which belong properly to 
the States. Senator Blair says he will 
present tho bill i u the Fifty -first Congress, 
and continue to urge it with the same 
persistency as long as he remains in the 
Senate.

Political Possibilities. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — In accordance 


with tlie usual custom the Senate will be 
convened in special session early next 
March, immediately following tho ex- 
piration of the present Congress. No 
matter how the presidential election may 
result, this special session will bo neces- 
sary. Should President Cleveland bo re- 
elected his Cabinet must bo reappointed, 
and should General Harrison win, the 
Senate will be called together to assist 
him in organizing his administration. If 
the Republicans elect their presidential 
ticket, thoy will almost certainly control 
the Senate; if they lose tlio presidential 
election they are likely to lose the Sen- 
ate. At all eveata, the next Senate will 
be nearly equally divided politically.

Cattle Dying. 


Saturday bight and Sunday seven more 


hend of the Imboden young stock cattle, 
afflicted with Teas fever, died in the 40- 
aore pasture two miles south of the (aty, 
making a total ot 16 out of the herd of 25 
to die since August 1st. It is probable 
that all will die of the fever within a few 
days. The disease is sure death on 
native cattle. It makes them stupid, 
they amble about at a staggering gait. 
The cows show loss of milk, all slobber 
at the mouth, eyes are dull, pass bloody 
urine, have spinal trouble, complete loss 
of muscular power, and finally fall down 
and die. An stated Saturday the pasture 
was inoculated in June by southern cat- 
tle belonging to Mr. Whitemdee, a stran- 
ger, who claimed at the tune that he 
purchased his cattle at Edwardsville, 111. 
He may not have known that the cattle 
he bought were southern cattle, or he 
certainly would not have sought to pas- 
ture them here or anywhere in the north 
in warm weather. The loss falls heavily 
on the Imbodens, as the young cattle 
cost them about 8500. Mr. Whitesides 
has been .Jooated at a point near Blue 
Mound. If he is responsible under the 
state law he can be forced to pay all 
damage resulting from unloading his 
cattle in the pasture, which is now unfit 
for further use until frost comes.

Feeding ami KwkBtlnr Terrapin in th« 


Old Days ana Now. 


New Yorkers who wero of the rising 


generation thirty years ago may recall 
tho Btory told of an Anno t Arundel 
County man in Maryland whose slaves 
rebeled becftuso ho (ed them on terra- 
pin instead of pork and hum. Dela- 
ware's big statesman, old John M, 
Clayton, once bought an ox-cart load 
of the palatable reptiles for $1: They 
may also have been told that Lafayette, 
Cornwallis and Washington helped to 
soften the asperities of Yorktown;, by 
.dishes of terrapin, but, for all that, the 
uso of .terrapin aa a food Is of compar- 
atively recent date. Tho gastronomic 
excellence of tho reptile was almost 
unknown as late as 184& 
Now it is 


said that nearly a minion of them are 
sont to market every season. In fact, 
one of tho 
foremost industrfeB of 


the Chesapeake region is terrapin 
farming; and out of that bay and the 
waters tributary to it no less than 
$2,000,000 wor'tk are .token every year. 
That the little reptile could bo bought 
in ye oldoh tyme for a shilling may 
perhaps bo true,, bat it Is equally true 
that tho present price is $30 a dozen. 
Orders for them in quantities come 
from all over the world. Regular 
shlpmiente are nxade to England and 
France as well as to Germany and 
Bussia, and an Annapolis' firm is cred- 
ited with sending thorn even to China 
and Japan. 


Though plenty, it te probable the 


high price of terrapin Is duo as much 
to the care and experience necessary 
to catch them as the demand that there 
'is for them. They food chiefly on 
water-cross and roost in great numbers 
in coves and other spots where this 
grass abounds. The creature is re* 
markablo for its torpidity and yet 
withal it is one of the most elusive 
known. The hunters for terrapin need 
to be adroit and quick. Curiosity te 
the terrapin's greatest weakness, and 
if they can be aroused sufficiently to* 
make them oorno to the surface of the 
water to find oat what all the trouble 
Is about their capture becomes merely 
"a question of skill They are caught 
after the manner employed in crab- 
bing, except no bait Is used. 
The 


hunter usually raps sharply on the 
side of hia boat to attract the attention 
of his proy, arid when the terrapin 
comes to tho surface a oloverly-handlod 
net scoops them into tho boat 


As to tho best terrapin for eating, 


opinions differ. 
The most accepted 


one, however, is that those about six 
Inches long arojtho best. Tho very large 
terrapin are ooarso, besides which they 
are generally expensive. Of late years 
terrapin farms havo boon increasing in 
Maryland, New Jersey and Delaware, 
and yet it Is said that the industry is 
not tho success it. might bo. 


President Cleveland is a great lover 


of terrapin, although Mrs. Cleveland, 
so it Is said, has had considerable 
trouble trying to learn to eat them. 
From among the first received during 
tho season a goodly supply is general- 
ly selected by a Baltimore firm and 
sont at once to tho Whito House. 
There they are prepared according to 
the famous recipe of Sam Ward that 
mode, in years gone, tho Prince of 
Wales a devoted lover and judge of 
the little Chesapeake reptiles. They 
ore served hot, and their way is made 
sure by numerous sips of good dry 
fizz. 


To see a person attack a dish of ter- 


rapin for tho first time Is said to be an 
interesting study. The idea that they 
are about to partake of boiled fish- 
worms seems to be tho first that strikes 
them. Then, after much persuasion, 
they otastc. 
One taste la generally 


enough—not to siokon thorn, but to 
make thorn patrons and lovers of as 
fine a fish aa over oorne from^tho hands 
of QHY choi, —^ 7. Mail and Express.
